Th ere's a bit of unwelcome 
irony to th e fact th at th e TV 
networks 45 minutes after polls 
closed declared Ch arles Percy a 
winner and 17 minutes after polls 
closed in New York, one network 
indicated Rockefeller would prob­ 
ably win 
re-election, 
but 
h ours after county polls closed, 
we didn’t know h ow one voter 
h ad marked h is ballot, ex cept for 
our own. 


Suffice it to say , it was a long 
nigh t. 


We apo lo gize to tho se who 
called that we co uld no t en­ 
lighten y o u, but (he electio n 
judges were v ery slo w in co unt­ 
ing returns. 


A number of reasons h ave been 
offered: 
1. Th ere were many 
crossover ballots and th ese take 
more time to count. 2. Th e num­ 
ber of different ballots judges 
h ad to h andle and count slowed 
th e process. 3. None will admit, 
but we were told th at th e pres­ 
ence of 
down th e counting process be­ 
cause judges h ued to th e letter of 
th e law in determining th e votes 
for wh om and for wh at in th eir 
precincts. We are told some sh ort­ 
cuts are taken normally , but th at 
th ese h ave not resulted in any 
miscounting of ballots. 4. Joh n 
Stouffer, county clerk, instructed 
judges th is y ear not to call in 
precinct totals until th ey h ad 
counted 
all th e special ballots. 5. 
Th ere was a reasonably h eavy 
vote.

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Oriental Mentality 
K ey to Viet Nam 


CaYLOB 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
Now that he's back home President J ohnson 
could serv e us mightily by ex plaining that we face 
the Oriental mentality — if he understands it — 
for this is the key to our problem in A iet Nam. 
To the Oriental, time Is centuries; life is a 
nev er-ending struggle. They worry not about Im­ 
mediate v ictory or profit but v ic­ 
tory and profit ov er y ears and 
y ears. 
In the Chinese language the 
two written sy mbols combined to 
make the one word “ crisis" are 
“ danger” and “ opportunity .” 
To be Oriental is a mental 
attitude. The Oriental sees life 
as a taking ov er; the people who 
are rising In the community and 
the world take ov er, the ones who are sinking are 
taken ov er. 
On the Chinese stage the audience can J udge 
a general's importance by the number of flags 
stuck in his uniform. Power is like stair steps. Each 
man stands as high as he can. Without power >ou 
canrwrt protect what y ou hav e, nor can y ou improv e 
the lot of others. To be benev olent one must first 
be a despot. The weak hav e to be decent. The 
strong can choose to be decent. 
When y ou play the Oriental game y ou hav e to 
plav it by Oriental rules, and these include the con- 
v iction that men can be led to belieiv e the lie they 
want to believ e. The Orientals hav e made an art 
out of their ability to deceiv e themselv es; with 
hundreds of millions this is the only thing that 
keeps them going. 
Many Orientals say Americans are not pre­ 
pared for pain; that Americans think they hav e a 
right to av oid pain whereas the Oriental knows that 
pain is a condition of life. 
They will rev olt, and hav e rev olted, for count­ 
less reasons against famine conditions, floods, or 
against innumerable barriers that held them mes­ 
merized when the barriers were broken down. But 
the Oriental does not rev olt against ty ranny . In the 
Western sense there is not one significant instance 
of a rev olt against ty ranny in the entire ageless 
history of the Far East. And to the ex tent that we 


ex pect this in North Viet Nam or any where we’re 
simply ex ercising our perstsent and dangerous habit 
of looking at the Orient through Western ey es. 
Many Orientals believ e that millions can find 
it comforting to admit surrender to regimentation, 
say ing that ev en oppressiv e regimentation does not 
alway s come unwanted and undeserv ed, like a 
pestilence. 
It is often facilitated, and sometimes welcomed, 
by its beneficiaries or v ictims after periods of an­ 
archy and despair. It imposes a sort of human 
truce, although in the end it usually pro\okes a 
catastrophe. 
The mistake of the comfortable early 20th Cen­ 
tury Western 
World was to assume that mankind's 
freedom was 
bound to improv e and to at the retro­ 
gression toward ty ranny was out of toe question. 
In this pleasing process we grew unprepared to 
ov ercome the retrogression in a brutalized world. 
Politicians, any where, seldom use philosophy 
and usually do not know much about it. They rely 
on psy chology and they know a great deal about 
that. 
Strong Oriental leaders like Mao Tse-tung and 
North Vietnamese President Ho Chi Mbth know 
how to take hold of public opinion by well-tried 
Oriental precedents — to bribe, to distract, to be­ 
muse it or, 
in toe last resort, to shoot it down. 
Their leadership surv iv es on toe prestige of v io­ 
lence. 
This play s against our irrational belief in inter­ 
national affairs that wishing well equals doing good 
and that doing good equals international progress 
and that, therefore, wishing well is the equiv alent 
of international progress. 
In our Far East policy many failures arise 
from this confusion — that the American crusading 
spirit is a motiv ating force. A foreign policy is not 
a motiv ating force, but a course of action with 
respect to another nation or area. A sound policy 
may ev entually become a motiv ating force, but 
that’s another matter. 
Respect, not toe widespread, money -offering 
arms of America, is what counts in Oriental diplo­ 
macy . Otherwise, when America’s outpourings 
stop, we are likely to stand like toe stunned ox 
waiting for the nex t blow of the sledge hammer.

The Doctor Says

The Arthritis Fou ndation has 
recently brou ght two of its pam­ 
phlets u p-to-date. “Today ’s Facts 
Abou t Arthritis” discu sses the 
cau se, sy mptoms, diagnosis and 
treatment of rheu matoid arthritis 
(the crippling kind) and osteoar­ 
thritis with a brief mention of 
gou ty arthritis and sev eral less 
common v arieties. The pamphlet 
on rheu matoid arthritis cov ers 
this disease in somewhat greater 
detail. 
In both pamphlets great em­ 
phasis is placed on the fact that 
no case of this disease is hope­ 
less and that the ou tlook is con­ 
stantly getting brighter with the 
discov ery of new methods of 
treatment. 
The fou ndation also has pam­ 
phlets on diet and arthritis, on 
home care for the arthritic and 


mi rheu matoid arthritis in chil­ 
dren. Any of these that y ou need 
can be obtained free either from 
local chapters in 79 major cities 
in this country or by writing to 
The Arthritis Fou ndation, Box 
2525, New York, N.Y. 10001. 
Q—Is there such a disease as 
arthritis of the Wood? 
A—I know of no arthritis with 
that name bu t there is a hemo­ 
philic arthritis 
(seen in heredi­ 
tary bleeders) and hemoglobin 
S-C disease (a v ariant of sickle 
cell anemia in which there is de­ 
stru ction of the joints of the long 
bones). Arthritis may also be a 
complication 
of 
v ariou s 
other 
Wood diseases. 
Q—Is Indocin a new drug for 
arthritis? Is H the best? 
A—Indometoacin (Indocin) has 
been av ailable for a little ov er 
a y ear in this cou ntry . Whether 
or not it wou ld be best for y ou 


I cou ld not say becau se one man’s 
cu re is another man’s cu rse. This 
dru g, howev er, has giv en ex cel­ 
lent resu lts in abou t 80 per cent 
of the v ictims of osteoarthritis, 
rheu matoid arthritis and sev eral 
other v arieties. 
In the treatment of rheu matoid 
arthritis it may be giv en in place 
of aspirin in adequ ate doses. The 
chief adv antage of indomethacin 
are that, u nlike cortisone, it can 
be taken for prolonged periods 
and, if su ch side effects as head­ 
ache, 
depression, 
dizziness 
or 
stomach u pset occu r, they can 
u su ally be controlled by redu cing 
the dose. This dru g shou ld not 
be taken by persons who hav e 
u lcers of the stomach or intes­ 
tines.

Fac­ 
ing retirement is ju st as fright­ 
ening for u s as for many men. 
Why no adv ice for u s?” 
The career woman who wrote 
that letter is facing retirement in 
ju st a few y ears and doesn’t rel­ 
ish the prospect. There probably 
are a great many women today 
in the same boat. So what abou t 
them? 
Well, mu ch of the adv ice on re­ 
tirement aimed at men applies 
also to career women. They , too, 
need to find interests ou tside 
their jot» BEFORE the day for 
retirement 
ev er rolls 
arou nd. 
They , too, wou ld do well to con­ 
sider finding part-time employ ­ 
ment where they can u se their 
special skills in a less-demanding 
job than the one they are leav ­ 
ing. 
And they , too, wou ld be wise 
to look arou nd their commu nities 
for v olu nteer work they are es­ 
pecially su ited for. Su ch work 
shou ld be easy to find in any com­ 
mu nity . 
Retirement isn’t easy for either 
a man or a woman whose identity 
is inv olv ed in the work at which 
he or she has ex celled for y ears. 
Both are likely to feel lost when 
the time for retirement comes u n­ 
less there is something more 
than “taking it easy ” to look for­ 
ward to.

For some 
months, it was suggested by 
many of the well-informed here 
that once the election was ov er, 
President J ohnson would mov e 
away from policies which hav e 
placated neither the “ hawks” 
nor the “ dov es” — and left the 
“ chickens” far from satisfied. 
Sources close to the White House 
and the Pentagon hav e reported 
a continuing dialogue between the 
two abou t the fu tu re cou rse of 
military strategy in Sou th Viet 
Nam. 
When the President annou nced 
his intention of attending the 
Manila Conference, there were 
hints so broad they almost be­ 
came downright declarations that 
Mr. Johnson intended the meet­ 
ing to be his last major mov e to 
reach the North Vietnamese Com­ 
mu nists with reasoned argu ment. 
To some, this was taken as a 
gestu re to win ov er the elector­ 
ate, and to sell it on Mr. John­ 
son’s seemingly inex hau stible pa­ 
tience against an enemy respect 
ing force alone. 
Bu t the criticisms mou nted. 
Carefu l sou ndings of pu blic opin­ 
ion showed that there was in­ 
creasing sentiment for drastic 
action — one way or another — 
to lance the boil of the Vietnam­ 
ese conflict. If these analy ses 
of the pu blic temper were ac­ 
cu rate, they seemed to say : “Win 
or get ou t, bu t don’t keep on frit­ 
tering away American liv es and 
American fortu ne to maintain a 
perilou s balance of terror in Viet 
Nam.” 
Military ex perts pointed ou t 
some of the anomalies of Amer­ 
ican policy in Sou theast Asia: 
1. United States air power was 
striking at oil depots, railroad 


lines, and roads, in North Viet 
Nam. But the major airfields and 
the industries producing steel 
products and other war materiel* 
remained untouched — on orders 
from the White House. 
2. Though United State« planes 
were pounding targets in North 
Viet Nam, nav al units patrolling 
the enemy coast were forbidden 
from striking at targets within 
reach of their heav y guns—unless 
first attacked by land batteri*. 
3. Though the United States had 
committed itself to pursuing the 
war in Viet Nam, it refused to 
acknowledge that the entire Indo- 
Chinese peninsula was the cock­ 
pit. Communist guerrillas — arm­ 
ed and trained in Red China and 
North Viet Nam — were stepping 
up their depredations in Thailand, 
but Defense Sec. Robert Strange 
McNamara insisted on regarding 
this dangerou s new activ ity as not 
inimical to American security in 
the Far East. 
With that backgrou nd, the be­ 
hind-the-scenes activ ities of the 
White Hou se, the Pentagon, the 
Ju stice Department, and other af­ 
fected agencies, assu med real sig­ 
nificance. The Ju stice Department 
and the White Hou se, working 
secretly bu t deny ing ev ery thing, 
were making plans for institu ting 
those legal and economic meas­ 
u res which an “emergency ” re­ 
qu ires. The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
were rev iewing and rev ising plans 
made in 1961 for a “war to v ic­ 
tory ” in the Indo-Chinese penin­ 
su la. 
There are. of cou rse, no secrets 
in Washington. Where there are 
no facts to lift the v eil, there are 
ru mors and in the closing weeks 
of the campaign, they flew about 
Washington like feathers from a 
down pillow. The most prev alent 
of these predicted a stepped-u p 
war in Viet Nam. And this is pre­ 
cisely what is in the works. 
The qu estion, as the election 
campaign rolled to a stop, was: 
How far does the President in­ 
tend to go?

Zambia, and thu s driv e u p the 
red metal’s price. 
The other inv olv es a search 
for two radioactiv e capsu les of 
radiu m that v anished in ship­ 
ment, forcing federal au thor­ 
ities to hu nt for pill-size objects 
on a continental landscape. 
The copper caper was related 
this week by the Federal Bu ­ 
reau of Inv estigation. 
Copper prices hav e fallen re­ 
cently althou gh a lot of “ex ­ 
perts” had bet they wou ld re­ 
main high. Demand was great. 
Ev en gov ernment officials of 
some copper produ cing cou n­ 
tries felt high prices wou ld con­ 
tinu e. 
On the 
London Metal Ex ­ 
change, where copper traders 
meet, a price of 9884 cents a 
pou nd was qu oted this spring. 
By late su mmer it was one-half 
that. It is still only 60 cents a 
pou nd, meaning a lot of money 
has been lost. 
Specu lators 
pu rchase 
“ad­ 
v ance” contracts of copper and 
other metals. That is, they bet 
on the fu tu re of the market. On 
Nov . 9 they are willing to con 
tract for a su pply of copper 
schedu led for deliv ery Jan. 1 
Why ? 
On Jan. 1 they hope the price 
for copper is higher. If it is they 
can sell their contract at a prof­ 
it. If their betting is wrong — if 
prices fall — they ’re in trou ble. 
A copper specu lator who in­ 
v ested last spring figu red that 
his control of a tiny share in the 
wealth of Zambai, 
the free 


world’s top ex porter of copper* 
wou ld grow in v alu e. It didn’t. 
Zambian copper prices ha« 
v en’t soared, of cou rse. For v ar* 
iou s reasons — nationalistic« 
political, indu strial, military —• 
the stress on demand lightened« 
The bridge is intact. 
The radioactiv e incident cen« 
ters on the U.S. Pu blic Health 
Serv ice. For months its agents 
hav e searched for two radiu m 
capsu les shipped to New York, 
one from Fort Worth, Tex ., the 
other from Seattle, Wash. 
The Fort Worth capsu le had 
been u sed by an indu strial con­ 
cern, the Seattle radiu m by a 
phy sician. If properly packaged, 
they shou ld hav e arriv ed safely 
at a chemical company here. 
Little qu estion ex ists abou t 
what happened. The packages 
in which the capsu les were con­ 
tained simply broke open and 
lost their radioactiv e cargo. 
What followed was no casu al 
search. Althou gh the radioac­ 
tiv e matter cou ld cau se littlt 
trou ble from brief phy sical con­ 
tact, it cou ld cau se death if in­ 
haled or swallowed. 
Federal 
officials 
had 
littln 
choice. The odds against con­ 
tamination 
of

were enormou s. The chance of 
finding 
the 
v ials 
was 
ev en 
smaller. Bu t, of necessity , tht 
search began. 
A dev ice senstiv v ie to radia­ 
tion was placed aboard a train 
ru nning from Dallas, Tex ., to 
Kansas City , Mo. Althou gh it 
was su pposedly capable of de* 
tecting any radiation whatev er, 
it tu rned u p nothing. 
Other 
searches also tu rned u p nothing. 
No trace either was fou nd of 
the capsu le sent from Seattle. 
And so, both capsu les presu mn« 
bly ex ist today as deadly dan* 
gers. Federal agents now hav « 
tu rned their efforts toward pre­ 
v enting su ch accidents in thi 
fu tu re.

‘‘There are more Negroes in 
the National League and there 
fore more outstanding ones,” he 
went on. "That’s not all of it. 
But that definitely has some 
thing to do with it.” 
Robinson’s 
frank 
appraise 
came after he had been unani­ 
mously voted the MVP award 
becoming the first player in 
baseball history to win the cov 
eted award in both leagues anc 
the second Negro in American 
League annals. 
Elston Howard of the New 
York Yankees became the first 
Negro to win it in the American 
League in 1963. In the Nationa 
League, which broke the color 
line 
when 
J ackie 
Robinson 
joined the Brooklyn Dodgers in 
1947, eight Negroes have won 
the award 12 times in the last 
19 y ears. 
Robinson joined such other 
Negro stars as Willie Mays 
Hank Aaron and Roy Campane 
la 
in winning the Nationa 
League award when he was 
with Cincinnati in 1961. 
"The first one usually is the 
biggest thrill,” Robinson said 
"But this award is even bigger 
than the first one because I’ve 
become the first to do it in bot 
leagues. That’s something that 
will be remembered.” 
The other things to be remem­ 
bered are: 
—Robinson led a 1-2-3 Balti­ 
more sweep in the balloting by 
the Baseball Writers Associa­ 
tion of America, drawing all 20 
first-place votes for 28 0 points 
to 153 for third baseman Brooks 
Robinson and 122 for first base­ 
man Boog Powell. 
—Robinson became the first 
unanimous winner in a decade, 
just as he became the first Tri­ 
ple Crown winner in 10 y ears, 
and only the third unanimous 
winner in the 35-year history of 
the voting.
